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REGENERATION 


Introduction: This great subject is one 
that has been misunderstood by many 
through the past ages, but is less under- 
stood today than at any time in recent 
years. Even now it is misconstrued and 
wholly ignored by so many _ so-called 
Christians, yet it is the foundation of all 
real religion, and without the experience 
of regeneration it is impossible to please 
God, live like the Bible teaches, or ever 
get to heaven, so dear reader, will you 
study this great doctrine with me from 
a Bible standpoint, not to accept unless 
this sermon corresponds to the Bible and 
not to refute it if it is proven to be sound 
doctrine according to THUS SAITH 
THE LORD? 

1 John 1:9 says, “If we confess our 
sins he is faithful and just to forgive us 
our sins, and to cleanse us from ALL un- 
righteousness.” The sinner must confess 
his sins to God in the name of Jesus 
Christ and God for Christ’s sake forgives. 
(Not for your sake, or something you 
merit, but for Christ’s sake.) Therefore, 
when He forgives we are justified in the 
sight of God and we have peace with 
God, according to Rom. 5:1. We have 
no more remorse of conscience, no more 
condemnation for sin, as long as we walk 
with Him, but have wonderful peace and 
wonderful joy. We are forgiven, justi- 
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fied, and instantly after God forgives He 
regenerates our life, makes us a new 
creature in Christ Jesus. 2 Cor. 5:17. 
The old man that has kept us going 
wrong all our lives, and caused us to do 
even contrary to what we wanted to do 
many times, will be replaced by the new 
man that wants to do the will of God; 
we are NEW CREATURES in Christ 
Jesus. The old laws and ceremonies have 
failed and are failing, hence the advent 
of Christ into a sinful world to redeem 
them that are under the curse of sin, to 
take us out of sin and to take sin out of 
us. 

Man began life in the garden of Eden, 
in what is known as the dispensation of 
INNOCENCE. In his first dispensation 
he miserably failed. Dispensation number 
two was CONSCIENCE and the people 
were so wicked that the flood was sent 
upon the world of ungodly men and 
women. Therefore, your conscience is 
not always a good guide because you will 
not listen to your conscience. Dispensa- 
tion number three was after the flood, 
or HUMAN GOVERNMENT, man try- 
ing to run things without consulting 
God. This also ended in trouble, the con- 
fusion of tongues. Dispensation number 
four was PROMISE, when God made a 
covenant with Abraham, but the Jews 


have failed to live right under that prom- 
ise. They also failed under the fifth dis- 
pensation, the LAW. So after all these 
different dispensations failed, Jesus 
brought in the sixth, or the dispensation 
of GRACE, which still remains, and un- 
der this God will change all men if they 
will submit to God’s will and plan, and 
you will not do the things of the flesh 
or follow after things that you know are 
not right, but you will delight to do the 
will of God and this will give you love, 
joy, and peace as you walk through this 
world, and give you a hope of eternal 
bliss. But you MUST BE BORN 
AGAIN. 

The first birth is the natural and the 
second is the supernatural. Marvel not 
that I say unto you, YOU MUST BE 
BORN AGAIN. John 3:5, “Except a 
man be born of water and of the Spirit, 
he cannot enter into the kingdom of 
God. That which is born of the flesh 
is flesh; and that which is born of the 
SPIRIT is spirit.” 

The second birth, that of the Spirit, 
is just as real as the natural. You were 
born into the natural world once, 
whether you are an American, German, 
or some other nationality, but you 
MUST BE BORN AGAIN if you want

“And that, knowing the time, that 
now it is high time to awake out of 
sleep: for now is Our salvation nearer 
than when we believed. The night is far 
spent, the day is at hand: let us there 
fore cast off the works of darkness, and 
let us put on the armour of light.” Rom. 
R3<h4, 1Z. 

These are some of the words of Paul 
to the Romans. “And that, knowing the 
time, that now it is high time to awake 
out of sleep.” If it was needful in his 
day to warn the people to awake, what 
about the people of today? I say, God 
bring a spiritual awakening among us 
that will stir this world to seek God. 
Surely we are living in the last days be- 
fore the soon coming of Jesus and God’s 
people need to awake to righteousness and 
sin not. Read 1 Cor. 15:34. 

“The night is far spent, the day is at 
hand: let us therefore cast off the works 
of darkness, and let us put on the armour 
of light.”

Wherefore come out 
from among them, and be ye separate, 
saith the Lord, and touch not the un- 
clean thing; and I will receive you.” Too 
many today are failing to obey the Word 
of God. Some live so near the world that 
God is not pleased with many things they 
do and say. Listen, you had better take 
warning before you go too far. The be- 
loved Apostle John said, “Love not the 


world, neither the things that are in the 
world. If any man love the world, the 
love of the Father is not in him. For all 
that is in the world, the lust of the flesh, 
and the lust of the eyes, and the pride 
of life, is not of the Father, but is of the 
world. And the world passeth away, and 
the lust thereof: but he that doeth the 
will of God abideth for ever,” 1 John 2: 
15-17. Notice he said, “He that doth 
the will of God abideth for ever.” Jesus 
said, ““Not every one that saith unto me, 
Lord, Lord, shall enter into the kingdom 
of heaven; but he that doeth the will of 
my Father which is in heaven.” Brother 
and sister, above everything else we had 
better do the will of God and if you 
have not sought to know His will in the 
past as you should, begin now to seek His 
will for that He would have you to do.

1, 2 he said, “I beseech you therefore, 
brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye 
present your bodies a living _ sacrifice, 
holy, acceptable unto God, which is your 
reasonable service. And be not  con- 
formed to this world: but be ye trans- 
formed by the renewing of your mind, 
that ye may prove what is that good, and 
acceptable, and perfect, will of God.” 
Too many today are conformed to this 
world, going after the lust of the eyes 
and the pride of life. I believe some of 
our Church of God people dress too 
much like the world. Read what 1 Tim. 
2:9 records, “In like manner also, that 
women adorn themselves in modest ap- 
parel, with shamefacedness and sobriety;

or costly array.” Not only are some con- 
formed to the world in dressing but talk- 
ing, saying many foolish things. “Neither 
filthiness, nor foolish talking, nor jest- 
ing, which are not convenient: but rather 
giving of thanks. For this ye know, that 
no whoremonger, nor unclean person, nor 
covetous man, who is an idolater, hath an 
inheritance in the kingdom of Christ and 
of God. Let no man deceive you with vain 
words: for because of these things cometir 
the wrath of God upon the children of 
disobedience. Be not ye therefore partak-

A Word to Our Subscribers 


We have had a good bit of corre- 
spondence from off the field concerning 
the Evangel not arriving safely. Almost 
invariably we find that the papers are 
being mailed from here every week and 
it is not our fault that you do not re- 
ceive them. Quite often we have found 
that people move and neither leave a 
forwarding address with their post office 
nor notify us. Of course that paper goes 
to the old address. Then a number of 
times we have found that the fault was 
in the post offices. Sometimes where we 
have more than one paper going to the 
same post office, some would get their 
paper and others would not. We wouid 
like for vou to have this information, 
that where there is more than one paper 
going to the same office, they are all 
mailed from here in the same wrapper, 
except rolls which come wrapped sep- 
arately. Your postmaster breaks the 
wrapper and puts each subscriber’s paper 
in his box or sends it out by the postman. 
So if one person at your post of fice gets 
his paper, it is a sure sign that yours is 
there too and you should get it.

Faint Not 


IN PRAYER 
“And he spake a parable unto them to 


this end, that men ought always to pray, 
and not to faint,” Luke 18:1. 

Though we may grow weary when the 
Lord does not answer our prayers in a 
few minutes, we should always remem- 
ber that His ears are open to our cries 
and He knows just when to help us. 
Prayer is our solemn duty. Delay and dis- 
couragement should never cause us to 
fail to pray. Let prayer be the keynote 
of the morning ana !ike Daniel of old, 
may we be in prayer all the day. 

In this chapter Jesus tells about the 
woman who went to the unjust judge. 
Doubtless you have all read the story of 
her persistence. Though she was ignored 
and turned away so many times, she kept 
coming and pleading ‘her cause and finally 
this judge, though he did not fear God 
nor regard man, yet for her continual 
coming, though she weary him, he 
granted her petition. ““And shall not God 
avenge his own elect, which cry day and 
night unto him, though he bear long 
with them?” The next verse says, “I tell 
you that he will avenge them speedily.” 
Here Jesus is encouraging the people in 
intercessory prayer. God is more just than 
man and if man can be influenced to 
hear a petition because of one’s continual 
coming, how much more will God hear 
those who cry unto Him day and night? 

IN CONFIDENCE 

“Therefore seeing we have this min- 
istry, as we have received mercy, we 
faint not,” 2 Cor. 4:1. 

This scripture applies to the true min- 
isters of God who are in continual com- 
bat with heresy and false teaching, but 
Paul tells the Corinthian brethren that 
they have the true ministry and they 
will receive mercy, and we certainly 
must not give down nor faint. It is said 
that in ancient times a man was measur- 
ing grain and the was trying to find out 
how much cheat there was in a bushel 
of grain. One of the old advisors said, 
“Never mind about the cheat. It’s worth- 
less. But the way to overcome cheat is 
put in the whole grain.” So we know we 
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have the real truth of God and are able 
to teach it according to His Word, and 
we should not faint at heresies and false 
doctrines which are filling the land. The 
best way to defeat heresies is by estab- 
lishing the truth. If the enemy could 
cause the real true ministers to become 
discouraged, it would be a sad day for 
the Church, so let us take courage and 
stand for the plain, written Word oi 
God until He says it is enough. 

In verses 16 and 17 Paul gives some 
encouraging thoughts. “For which cause 
we faint not; but though our outward 
man perish, yet the inward man is re- 
newed day by day. For our light afflic- 
tion, which is but for a moment, work- 
eth for us a far more exceeding and 
eternal weight of glory.” 

Our outward man refers of course to 
our physical bodies, but our inward man 
refers to the spiritual man which is re- 
newed day by day. Though death should 
overtake us, we are admonished to be 
faithful. We can overlook any present 
momentary sorrow when we reflect that 
it is in our power to be happy a thou- 
sand years hence. There will be no 
Christian but what will have a Gethse- 
mane, but every praying Christian will 
find that there is no Gethsemane with- 
out its angel. 

It should be encouraging to every 
minister and Christian to know that 
after the severe trials that may try us, 
there is a bright light ahead regardless 
of what may happen in this life, but this 
all depends on our being true to the 
trust committed to us, and holding up 
His Word as we should. If you have ever 
traveled a iong distance early in the 
morning before day, you remember how 
you hailed the appearance of the dawn 
with great joy, how the light brought 
clear vision and gladness to your heart. 
This is true in the Christian life when 
the glory of God comes down and 
brightens the way. 

IN WORKS 

“And let us not be weary in well do- 
ing: for in due season we shall reap, if 
we faint not,” Gal. 6:9. 

In fair doing let us not show a faint 
heart. Opportunities are great these 
days, the season for sowing is certainly 
on and just any kind of grain will not 
do; but there is one thing we can depend 
on—we will reap what we sow and we 
should take courage and be sure that we 
sow righteous seed. I feel specially im- 
pressed to ask that we stick to the pre- 
cious Word of God. What good will it do 
us if we lower the standard, though it 
may bring numbers? I tell you, God will 
hold the Church responsible for the 
whole truth, We can not confound 
wrong practices with the truth of God. 
Resolving is not doing, we must put it

KIEV 

“While I was in a great meeting that 
was going on in the Evangelical Christian 
church in Kiev I noticed several Russian 
soldiers in their uniforms standing in the 
crowd listening with much interest to 
the gospel message. There I was con- 
vinced more than ever before that the 
gospel has not lost its power even in 
Soviet Russia and believe it never will 
lose its power till Jesus comes. My heart 
was greatly stirred with the desire to 
preach this wonderful gospel because it 
works everywhere, yes, even in this land! 
At the conclusion of the service the 
preacher asked all who desired to accept 
Jesus Christ as their personal Savior to 
pray. As they knelt down to pray, oh, 
how the sinners cried out to God for 
mercy on their souls! Many, many ac- 
cepted the Lord that evening. During 
this season of prayer, I noticed even the 
soldiers standing silently with their heads 
bowed reverently in a prayerful attitude. 

“It was very encouraging to see not 
only the older ones at this gospel service 
but also the young people and children 
who accompany their parents and when 
mother kneels to pray her children kneel 
with her. Glory to God for this great 
spiritual awakening that is taking place 
in Russia. I am thoroughly convinced 
that the people in Russia are hungry for 
the gospel of Jesus Christ. Even the sol- 
diers, when they are not on duty, come 
to the gospel meeting. 

“There were many young people pres- 
ent at the service, which lasted for over 
three hours. In the city of Kiev there are 


a few churches open, such as Evangeli- 
cal, Baptist, Lutheran and Greek Ortho- 
dox. In some churches meetings are held 
four times a week. 

“The world-famous Greek Orthodox 
monasteries to which faithful followers 
paid pilgrimage from all parts of Russia, 
walking, in some instances, for hundreds 
of miies to say their prayers, are now 
closed and have been since 1930. They 
are now used as anti-religious museums, 
where students and tourists are shown 
the relics of religion. I was guided 
through many underground tunnels in a 
monastery and saw all the places with 
their sacred contents as they were kept 
by the monks and worshipped by the 
weary pilgrims. I was there on Monday, 
which happened to be the day of rest 
in Russia, when children were free from 
school, and I saw many of them escorted 
through the monastery by special guides 
and were given lectures against God and 
religion, with the exhibits offered as 
proof. 


THE NEW CONSTITUTION IN THE 
SOVIET UNION 

“According to the new constitution 
some religious privileges are granted in 
some cities and villages and a _ few 
churches in each are permitted to have 
religious services. 

“In the past few years all clergymen 
were deprived of all rights of citizen- 
ship. Now they have a right to seek em- 
ployment, to travel, and to preach the 
gospel only where permitted. But the 
printing of gospel literature such as 
Bibles, New Testaments and hymn 
books, is not permitted. No Bibles can be 
sent in from the bordering countries 
either. This constitution does not give 
protection to religion. The war against 
God continues as before against religion 
by atheism. The Christians of Russia cer- 
tainly do need our prayers, because they 
are facing great opposition by atheistic 
organizations. We be..cve that Christ will 
give them victory, for they gladly and 
willingly suffer for the gospel’s sake. We 
thank God that so many Christians in 


Russia have been faithfully witnessing 
for the Lord every way they could in 
spite of fear and suffering. Oh, how 
much more we in America should be 


willing to pray and encourage them to 
get the gospel. Let us pray and give.”

NEWS FROM CHINA 
December 4, 1957

Dear Friend and Brother: 

Peace, joy and more joy be yours. How 
ever can | thank you? As I look at the 
paotograph my heart runs over with joy, 
tears run down and thanks go up to God, 
our Lord and Master. Such an Assembly 
of saints! Our Chinese brothers and sis- 
ters did sing ‘When the Roll is Called 
Up Yonder, I'll Be There.” We had a 
night of prayer for the leaders of the 
Church of God, after that a brother gave 
a message. I did not get all but the words 
were more of a warning to the Chinese 
to stop crying and looking at the dark 
side of the war; we sit and weep in vain; 
the voice of the Almighty said, “Up and 
onward forevermore.” Let us now as 
members of the Church of God move on 
and step out boldly, though it be into 
the night, and we can scarcely see the 
way. You have a voice, just call to God, 
the path will open as we progress, tike 
the trail through the corn fields or the 
mountain pass, which discloses but a few 
buh (rods) of its length from any single 
point of view. Press on, press on, if 
necessary, we will find even the pillar of 
cloud and fire to mark our journey. 


We have much work these days, yet 
Jesus helps us and with a glad heart we 
do it. We get so many calls from the 
poor people who have lost all in the 
floods; then there are the war victims. 
There is not a day but some call, plead 
just to let them rest for a day, some are 
sick in body. They left home and left all 
behind. Some homes are broken up. One 
does not know where the rest are. Sad, 
sad stories are told. We thank God to be 
able to do some good and after the work 
is done it is better not to think of it but 
do more however matters go. The tired 
traveler will soon have a joyful and 
sweet welcome home. 

Our work bears fruit. Yesterday a sol. 
dier came. On August 12 I gave him a 
Gospel and told the rest of the soldiers 
to listen as he read as I did not have many 
more, for almost five hundred Gospels 


I have given out. This soldier took heart. 
I saw hope in his face so I asked him to 
call the rest so that we could have a few 
words with God. That is what we call 
prayer, and he was full of joy when his 
train went out. My prayers followed it; 


out on the field he was wounded. His 
story runs like this: [t was a bitter fight, 
men fell on al] sides and down he went. 
At first there was no pain, but he was 


not able to walk, yet he still used his 
gun. That was shot out of his hand and 
there he lay in the field, pain, fear, death 
gripped him. In his pocket there still was 
the Gospel. The outside was covered wth 
his blood, and some of the pages inside. 
He cried as he showed it to me and said, 
“I gripped it in my hand and cried to 
God asking Jesus to takv care of me.” 
All he was able to remember was that 
strength left him and he awoke in a hos- 
pital and by his side he saw the Gospel. 
He is well, but not able to be a soldier 
any longer, so on his way home he came 
to our mission. Last night he gave his 
testimony. The church was too small to 
hold all and there was not one dry eye; 
such power there was in the soldier’s 
words that two gave their hearts to Je- 
sus and all who were there were much 
taken and moved closer to God. 


Today as he left many came to the 
mission for prayer. Three men went with 
him a day’s journey; the trains are not 
running; for some days we have hear 
the roar of the big guns and planes aic 
flying over us. On our mission gate we 
have a sign “Church of God, American 
property, do not molest” in English and 
Chinese letters, bearing the American 
Consul’s seal, but we do not hide behind 
this. We hide under the shadow of His 
wings. We are not idle but the work is 
demanding much. Our evangelists are 
planning to carry on evangelism to these 
great multitudes. Dear brother, oh do 
stir the great Church of God to pray 
as never before for China. The fight is 
not over yet and the Chinese are a 
peaceful nation; they have made a more 
wonderful progress in the last five years 
than the outside world knows anything 


about. 


Generalissimo Chiang Kai Shek has 
unified the country. He and China’s 
national leaders have made great reforms 
in education and industry, have built 
many roads in all lines and_life-old 
things have almost vanished. Then, to 
the astonishment of the world, the war 
lords of Japan step in. Japan mobilized 
her national army to fight China. She 
has land, sea, and air forces at work to 
carry her wanton destruction; she has 
destroyed the great Nankei University 
and many government buildings. Above 
all she has bombed all innocent civilians. 
Thousands of women and children are 
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killed, yet many thousands are driven out 
of homes to seek shelter elsewhere. It is a 
piteous sight. We, the children of God in 
China, get our share. It is better not to 
write or think of it, but wade in and 
do the work. 

Through the New Life Movement re- 
form has gone into the homes and lives of 
the common people. Madame Chiang 
(Sung Me Li) and the ladies of some of- 
ficials, give a lot of Bibles away. They say 
that one cannot have new life without 
knowing Jesus who is the giver of new 
life. You must be born again and be 
made new. 

It does seem too bad that all this re- 
construction should be swept away at 
just this period when the country is 
eagerly building up everywhere. It is 
just like Satan to come and stop all work. 
Only God can save China from being 
bombed all to pieces. The Church of God 
can do much service to China by simple, 
faithful prayer. So dear Brother Ingram, 
we plead for you to set the saints to pray- 
ing and to laying hold of God at this 
time of need. We have our daily prayer 
hours and the Chinese at this time are 
seeking God. 

With prayer for His blessings to rest 
on you and all the dear saints, I am your

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Bible School Echoes 


What Happens in Russia? 


The school was surprised with a lec- 
ture on “Conditions in Russia” this 
morning by a man who is in a position 
to vouch for all statements he may make 
on the subject, by name Paul Voronaeff. 
The substance of his lecture was as fol- 
lows: 


“I am very glad to be here this morn- 
ing in Tennessee, a long ways from Russia 
where I lived for thirteen years, there- 
fore I speak from personal experience. My 
parents have been exiled to Siberia for 
no crime other than preaching the same 
gospel which you are studying about in 
this school. 

“What is the world facing in 1938? Is 
the world facing war? Can the present 








' turbulent state of affairs throughout the 


world continue to develop without war? 


“The people in Russia believe that they 
are now going through the great tribu- 
lation as taught in the Bible (those who 
are Christians). Many scenes as pictured 
in the Bible as taking place in the great 
tribulation take place in Russia now. 
They believe that they are facing the 
mark of the beast. 


“The great country of Russia is in 
spiritual darkness; churches, cathedrals, 
places of religious worship have been de- 
stroyed or badly demolished, but despite 
this fact there are thousands of people in 
the land who believe in Jesus and He is 
precious to their hearts. Many of these 
pictures (he was showing us pictures on 
a screen as he lectured) I had compressed 
to the size of postage stamps and placed 
between slit leather in my shoe soles, 
thus I was enabled to smuggle them out 
of the country. 


“My parents came to America in 1912. 
My father studied for the ministry and 
was always engaged in religious service. 
He preached to thousands of Russian, 
Polish and Ukranian people in this coun- 
try. He traveled the United States con- 
siderably, preaching the gospel. He be- 
came noted throughout this country and 
Canada for his labors. He was not satis- 
fied, the Lord definitely dealt with him 
about Russia, so in 1920 he and family 
embarked for Russia, the country which 
contains one-sixth of the world’s land and 
a population of 170,000,000 people. The 
land of no Bibles, hymn books or 
churches, where the people have to hide 
away in their cellars to pray because if 
they are caught they are imprisoned for 
ten years or killed like a dog. Russia can 
raise enough wheat to supply 500,000,- 
000 people yet, within her own country 
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hundreds starve to death because the 
government exports the wheat at a price 
below that sold in other countries. 


“The Communists of Russia prior to 
the revolution, which came about 
through violence, promised the people 
liberty, quality and unheard of prosperi- 
ty, but instead of these things being es- 
tablished the revolution of 1917-21 
brought about ruin, bloodshed of over 
5,000,000 people, destruction of every 
description. Many factories were de- 
stroyed and many buildings completely 
ruined. Russia has only one banner which 
is the red banner, on which is represented 
Prototorian of all the world united. 

“A prominent leader in the red revo- 
lution was Lenin but this ambitious man, 
who was largely responsible for the revo- 
lution, died in 1924. A great shrine was 
built in memory of him in which thou- 
sands and thousands of people worship 
daily the remains of his dead body. 

In Europe today are four outstanding 
dictators whom the world is watching. 
In Italy Mussolini is much concerned 
about restoration of the Roman Empire; 
Adolf Hitler in Germany, who says, ‘We 
must get our colonies back;’ Stalin in 
Russia whose aim is ‘the world for Com- 
munism.’ I believe these men are prepar- 
ing the way for Antichrist. What is go- 
ing to happen? Some say the dictator of 
Italy is Antichrist. I don’t say but I be- 
lieve they are preparing the way for the 
Antichrist. 

“In Russia Christians are either exiled 
or killed. They (Communists) are or- 
ganized to wipe out Christianity. The 
party is boring into’ the United States, 
poisoning the minds of thousands of 
young people; 1,000,000 young people 
in the United States have been baited 
into the Communist party. The I. W. O. 
in America is disguised Communism. 

“In Russia they are crucifying the 
Son of God afresh. They represent Him 
as the one who made the first whiskey, 
they print and distribute many blas- 
phemous cartoons which are a disgrace to 
mankind. These cartoons ridicule in ev- 
ery conceivable manner the religion of 
Jesus. God is denounced in the public 
schools. The boy of eight will deny Je- 
sus and say that he hates Him. He con- 
siders the Bible a collection of myths and 
fables. He considers a minister an old 
fogy and a fake, thus he is taught to 
disbelieve in God. 

“The Communists in America sing a 
song entitled ‘Christians at War,’ the 
first verse of which goes like this: 

‘Slug your Christian neighbors 

Pulpitier efferescent swill; 

All your acts are sanctified by the 

Lamb on high. 
If you love the Holy Ghost 
Go murder, pray and die, 
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Onward Christian soldiers 

Rip and tear and smite 

Let the gentle Jesus bless your dyna- 

mite,’ etc., verse after verse of rank 
blasphemy. 

“The tower on which appears a statue 
in Russia of Lenin is twelve stories high 
on which appear words of blasphemy and 
‘workers of the world unite.’ 

“When my father reached Russia he 
went from village to village preaching, 
stirring the hearts of the Russian people. 
At one place he wanted to have a bap- 
tismal service which had to be carried 
out secretly. The service took place about 
fifteen miles from town in a creek of 
muddy water, knee deep. Lookouts were 
posted at different points to warn the ap- 
proach of any officers. In Russia they 
have and are suffering the worst perse- 
cution ever known in the world. Those 
who love Jesus, many times go to prison 
or are.put into box cars in which terrible 
conditions prevail, and are sent into exile. 
Families many times are separated. Com- 
munism has brought into existence slav- 
ery of a kind’worse than any other kind 
that ever existed. 

“My father is exiled in Northern Si- 
beria. where they have three months’ 
darkness at a time but still he must work 
seventeen hours; a. day under guard. 
Thousands in these concentration camps 
are afflicted with terrible diseases, one 
of which is called scurvy. They live in 
shacks called barracks and are fed but 
very scanty rations. In the place where 
my father is in 1933 seven hundred froze 
to death because drifts covered them and 
it was impossible for the soldiers to break 
through to them. Finally they built a 
huge fire over them and their bodies were 
eventually burned ‘ip. 

“Many in Russia are ready to die for 
the gospel of Jesus. People die by the 
wholesale and many are often buried in 
the same grave. 

“Thousands of boys and girls who have 
been separated from their parents roam 
the streets, living under every conceiv+ 
able adverse circumstance existing, barely 
so, the best way they can. Thousands are 
affiicted with all kinds of venereal dis- 
eases. Christ or Communism! A grue- 
some picture but a common scene in 
Russia. 

“I have a brother and sister in Ameri- 
ca. My father and mother have been 
silenced and exiled into Northern Siberia, 
3,000 miles away from each other. They 
are both completely human wrecks. I 
ask you to please pray for them that God 
will in some way deliver them.” 

This lecture by Brother Voronaeff pic- 
tured to us as never before the awful re- 
sults of Communism in Russia. God for- 
bid that America should ever foster such 
principles.—Geo. H. Poteat.

to make heaven your home. The spiritual 
birth makes us not of different na- 
tionalities but of one blood, regardless of 
our nationality. We are brethren only if 
we have been REGENERATED BY 
THE SPIRIT OF GOD as He takes con- 
trol and makes us anew. We pass from 
death unto Jife, from darkness to light, 
from the old man to the new man, from 
a heart that is full of sin to one that is 
clean, from momentary pleasures to 
eternal joy, from a guilty conscience to 
one that is free from offending God and 
man, from the lifelong dread of eternity 
without God to the joyous expectation 

of ETERNITY WITH THE LORD. 

Friend, don*t you think that this ex- 
perience is worth trading your life of sin 
for? That is all that Jesus asks you to do 
—just give up your life of ungodliness 
and dissipation, repent of your sins, be- 
lieve on the Lord Jesus Christ, believe 
that through His atonement you can be 
free, and the great Spirit of God will 
REGENERATE your life like He did 
Paul the apostle. Neither is this the only 
example of God’s great regenerating 
power. 

I have in mind now a drunken infidel 
of Alaska, by the name of Joseph Conlee, 
whose body seemed to be pickled in al- 
cohol. He had drunk for years, had de- 
lirium tremens, his soul was tainted with 
sin, his faith almost totally destroyed by 
his infidel speeches. Yet, one night he 
poured his heart out to God in a lonely 
cabin, with two companions of the same 
character. They prayed for hours until 
God came and in a miraculous manner 
regenerated their lives and they all be- 
came preachers of the gospel of Jesus 
Christ. They all came back to the States 
and each of them entered the ministry, 
Conlee becoming dean of a religious col- 
lege in Oregon. Shortly before his death 
he called Dr. Chas. Price to his room and 
related to him this miraculous story of 
his conversion which came about shortly 
after years of earnest prayers of his wife 
and daughter. Then when he was on his 
deathbed he sent word to Brother Price: 
telling him that the great power of God 
that had made his life anew in the lone- 
ly cabin in Alaska, had kept him to the 
end, and that the presence of Jesus was 
felt. as he realized his soul was separat- 
ing from the body, leaving a great testi- 
mony to the supernatural power of God 
that comes into one’s life at the time of 
and after the born-again experience, en- 
abling us to live right and die right and 
to go to the right place to spend eterni- 
ty. 
"'- John 3:3 we have the words of 
Christ Himself, which reads, ‘Verily, 
verily, I say unto thee, Except a man be 
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born again, he cannot see the kingdom 
of God.” The two experiences are near- 
ly identical. The regenerating power of 
God produces a new creature, or brings 
us into the realities of the born-again ex; 
perience. 

Webster says “regenerate” means to 
“renew the heart of and cause to turn 
to the love of God; produce anew.” 
Notice “to produce anew,” or, in other 
words we understand by the Bible that 
after we obtain this wonderful experience 
that we will be new creatures, Psa. 51:14 
says, “Create in me a clean heart, O God; 
and renew a right spirit within me.” The: 
carnal mind is contrary to God’s will, 
and has been ever since the fall of man 
in the garden of Eden, and will remain 
the same unless the regenerating power 
comes into the life and changes the whole 
course of nature. Jesus says you cannot 
see the kingdom of heaven without it. 
Further, He says you cannot enter the 
kingdom. In fact, you are not entitled 
to the benefits of the eternal world or of 
God’s blessings and approval in this life 
unless you are born again. 

Man is a sinner by nature first, then 
most men are sinners by choice for after 
the grace of God is preached and the light 
of the Bible shines on their path, they 
prefer darkness rather than light because 
their deeds are evil and because they pre- 
fer to live in sin, for the Bible declares 
that Jesus tasted death for every man. 
He died that everybody might be saved 
for time and eternity from the sins of 
this life and the coming judgments of 
God. 

Matt. 1:21 says Jesus “‘shall save his 
people FROM their sins.” Yes, thank 
God, He paid the price for our sins on 
the cross of Calvary. You may ignore 
this statement, nevertheless faith in the 
atonement has saved the past millions of 
Christians FROM their sins, thousands 
are saved today by the same power, and 
whosoever will can be saved now. 

We give the following scriptures as 
proof of the foregoing statement. Mark 
14:24, “This is my blood of the new 
testament, which is shed for many.” Acts 
20:28, “Take heed therefore unto your- 
selves, and to all the flock, over the 
which the Holy Ghost hath made you 
overseers, to feed the church of God, 
which he hath purchased with his own 
blood.” Also read the following: Rom. 
3:25-5:9; Eph. 1:7; Col. 1:14; 1 Peter

have been forgiven through faith in the 
shed blood of Jesus. Rom. 3:23, “For all 
have sinned, and come short of the glory 
of God.” Therefore, it was needful for 
sinners 1900 years ago to have in Jesus 
not only the greatest teacher of all ages 
but to have in Him a SAVIOR. The 
same is needed today for sinners to be 
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saved. They must of necessity have a 
Savior. 

It is not enough to be taught for with 
all the teachers and preachers that refer 
to Jesus as a master teacher, an idealistic 
figure, a man so good that His follow- 
ers took Him to be God, with all this 
and more, the world still goes on in the 
most gross sins that can be imagined. 
Something more is needed. Yes, friend, 
what the world needs today is a Savior. 
If you will believe you can be BORN 
AGAIN, or born from above, or, to make 
it plainer still, be born of the Spirit of 
God. 

May God bless this impartation of His 
blessed truths to the salvation of your 
souls, which in turn will impart to you 
the hope of eternal life so you will not 
have to say with one noted infidel, I am 
about to leap into the dark, I know not 
where. No, thank God, we know that 
when this earthly house (body) is dis- 
solved we have a building of God, one 
not made with hands, eternally in the 
heavens. We know that the Bible is the 
inspired Word of God. It is unadulter- 
ated, infallible, everlasting. Heaven and 
earth will pass away but this good old 
book will stand when this world is on 
fire and the elements melt with fervent 
heat.

If we can impress those 
who are out of Christ to comply with 
God’s Word and accept His truths, we 
will have done a great work.

There is go- 
ing to be some tribulation to go through 
with and I wonder if God is not trying 
many of us now, getting us ready for 
the final conflict. Jesus didn’t say to 
that man, Your good deeds have made 
you whole. He didn’t say anything about 
his clothes nor his scholarship, but the 
Bible says, “When Jesus saw their faith,” 
and I believe he referred not only to the 
sick man but to the four that brought 
him there. I tell you, it is going to take 
some faith to get through and we must 
make it through; we can’t afford to fail. 
IN TRUST 

“Wherefore I desire that ye faint not 
at my tribulations for you, which is 
your glory. For this cause I bow my 
knees unto the Father of our Lord Je- 
sus Christ,” Eph. 3:13, 14. 

Here Paul is telling the church at 
Ephesus about his great desire about 
their continuing in the faith, and he has 
reference to his bonds while at Rome, 
when he refers to his tribulations. Paul 
was afraid that the Ephesian brethren 
would become discouraged when they 
learned about his bonds and persecutions 
at Rome. It seems that his whole Chris- 
tian career was filled with whippings 
and mockings, but the more they perse- 
cuted him the stronger he got. He waxed 
valiant in the fight and preached the 
truth until the day of his death. Not 
one time did he compromise. In all of 
his travels he seemed to have a message 
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that far outstripped his fellow ministers, 
and was able to correct their errors and 
hold up a standard that caused those 
around him to bow their knee to Jesus 
Christ, his resurrected Savior. This was 
his theme wherever he went—the power 
of the crucified one to save and to heal, 
to sanctify and to fill. 


IN WELL DOING 
“But ye, brethren, be not weary in well 
doing. And if any man obey not our 
word by this epistle, note that man, and 
have no company with him, that he may 
be ashamed,” 2 Thess. 3:13, 14. 


These two verses, to my mind, are ex- 
actly what we need today. Paul was not 
afraid to advise the church at Thessa- 
lonica concerning the faith and doctrine 
of Jesus Christ. He didn’t believe that 
all the messengers that came to his place 
would be true ministers, evidently there 
must have been some that did not believe 
and teach the love and power tha: Paul 
did, and he said, ‘Note that man.”

The gospel 
preached without compromise will bring 
men and women down before God and 
cause them to cry out for Him. Yes, we 
need it like Paul had it. We need the love 
and power that Paul had, and, thank 
God, we can have it. 


IN CHASTISEMENT 

“And ye have forgotten the exhorta- 
tion which speaketh unto you as unto 
children, My son, despise not thou the 
chastening of the Lord, nor faint when 
thou art rebuked of him: for whom the 
Lord loveth he chasteneth, and scourgeth 
every son whom he receiveth. If ye en- 
dure chastening, God dealeth with you 
as with sons; for what son is he whom 
the father chasteneth not?” Heb. 12:5-7. 

We must remember that God loveth 
whom He chasteneth and we must not 
look at chastisement as a _ disapproval 
from our heavenly Father, or think that 
He does not love us. According to the 
above verses in Hebrews, it is a sure sign 
that we are His sons and that His chas- 
tisement is to bring us to perfection and 
to establish us in the faith.
